Rules of Order. 


1. The Conference session shall open each day at 8:15 
a. m. and close at 11:45 a. m., the devotional services to be 
under the direction of the Bishop. 


2. The President shall take the chair at precisely the 
hour to which the Conference stood adjourned, and after 
devotions shall have the minutes of the previous session 
read and approved. 


3. The President shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to appeal to the Conference; but in case of an appeal 
the question shall be taken without debate. 


4. The President shall appoint all committees not other- 
wise ordered by the Conference. 


5. All motions and resolutions shall be reduced to writing 
if the President, Secretary or any member requests it. 


6. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 


7. When a motion is made and stated by tbe Chair, a 
resolution offered or a report read, it shall be deemed in 
possession of the Conference. 


8. No new motion or resolution shall be made until the 
one under consideration is disposed of, which may be done 
by adoption or rejection, unless one of the following should 
intervene, which motion shall have precedence in the 
following order, viz.: 

(1) The previous question. 

(2) Indefinite postponement. 
(3) To lay on the table. 

(4) To refer to a committee. 

(5) To postpone to a given time. 
(6) To amend. 

(7) To substitute. 

(8) To recommit. 


9g. Every speaker on any subject shall rise and address 
the President, and shall not be interrupted while speaking, 
unless he depart from the rules and decorum of the 
Conference. 


10. No member shall be permitted to speak more than 
ten minutes at any one time, nor more than once on the

Same question, until all have spoken who desire unless 
leave be granted by the Conference, which shall be decided 
by vote without debate. 


11. Any member shall have the right to state a question 
of privilege, raise a point of order and make an explanation 
when he considers his arguments have been misrepresented 
by another. 


12. When speaking, each member shall have due regard 
for the feelings of his brethren by avoiding irritating 
language and personal reflections. 


13. When any measure shall have been adopted, it shall 
be in order for any member who voted with the majority to 
move a reconsideration. 


r4. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order and 
shall be decided without debate, unless it shall be for 
adjournment to a fixed time. 


15. No member shall absent himself from the Conference 
without leave, unless he be sick or otherwise unable to 
attend. 


16. The bar of the Conference shall be fixed by vote, 
and no member outside the bar will be permitted to vote on 
any question, and all members inside the bar shall vote upon 
all questions, unless they are excused by the Conference. 


17. All changes involving Conference relations, as well 
as all candidates for admission on trial, readmission, admis- 
sion upon credentials from other churches and for admission 
into full membership, shall be referred to a committee on 
Conference Relations; and no such change of relations shall 
be granted, nor any such candidate admitted, until such 
committee shall have made its report. 


18. In case an Executive session be ordered, only 
members in full connection shall be permitted to sit therein, 
except by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting. 

19. ‘The General Educational Collection shall be applied 
to the Endowment Fund of Willamette University, unless 
otherwise ordered by a vote of the Conference. 


20. ‘The Secretary of the Conference shall keep a journal 
of the proceedings, and, when approved, the printed 
minutes shall be the official record of the Conference. He 
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shall take charge of the journals and all Conference papers, 
keep them safe and have them forwarded to the place of 
Conference sessions. 


21. It shall be the duty of the Conference Treasurer to 
place in the hands of the Conference Claimants present, 
and to send to those absent, drafts for the amount due them 
from the funds of the Conference provided for that purpose, 
as shown by the report of the Conference Board of Stewards. 


22. No person shall be advanced in his studies in the 
Conference course of study who is conditioned upon more 
than one study. 


23. The President shall provide for closing up the 
business of the final session of the Annual Conference that 
due and sufficient time shall be given for proper devotional 
services just preceding the reading of the appointments, 
that no unseemly haste or disorder at such time be manifest. 


24. The rules for the governing of this session of the 
Annual Conference shall be printed in the Official Journal. 
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Course of Study and Reading for Traveling 
Preachers. 


The following plan of study and reading has been arranged 
for undergraduates and candidates for admission : 


1. ‘“‘Instruction by Correspondence’’ is expected of each 
Examiner for every student under his particular charge. 


2._ In the ‘‘books to be read’’ each student shall file with 
ee nal a certificate that he has carefully read all the 
ooks. 


3. Mid-year examinations wili be held in each District. 
No examination can be taken after the day previous to the 
opening of Conference, unless reason satisfactory to the 
chairman of the Board be given. 


4. Sermons and essays should be in the hands of Exam- 
iners at least thirty days before Conference. It would be 
better to have them ready by mid-year examinations. 


5. No reports of grades will be made to students, except 
in cases falling below the minimum required to pass—7o per 
cent. In all such cases the Examiner shall report to the 
student that he failed to pass, and refer him to the Chairman 
of the Board to arrange for re-examination. 


6. All grades should be reported to the Registrar as 
soon as practicable after the examinations. 


7. A fee of $1.00 per year is required of each student to 
defray the necessary expenses of examinations, and must 
be paid before examinations are begun.

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Canby Camp Meeting. 


We, your committee on the Canby Camp Meeting, report as 
follows: 

_ .—PROPERTY: The grounds of the Canby Camp-Meeting Asso- 
ciation are located three-quarters of a mile from the town of Canby 
on the line of the Southern Pacific railroad, twenty-five miles south 
of Portland. They comprise forty acres of land. The Campus, a 
tract of about ten acres, is set out in attractive fashion with beautiful 
trees, and a tabernacle, capable of seating twelve hundred persons, 
stands thereon. This property is worth approximately $4000. 

_  2—INTEREST AND ATTENDANCE: For a number of years past 
interest in this camp meeting has been failing and the attendance 
thereon steadily falling off, until at present its maintenance has 
become a burden too onerous to be justifiably borne by those whose 
untiring efforts have served to prolong its existence. Apparently it 
has ceased to be a factor of any importance in the Kingdom of God 
as built by the Methodist Episcopal Church, and is at present in no 
sense representative of our church. 

3—FUuTURE: No change in this condition of affairs can be 
looked for in the future, as the property is located away from any 
center of population, and the Gladstone Chatauqua is located but ten 
miles away and usually meets at camp-meeting time. 

4—For these reasons your committee recommends that the 
Conference authorize the Trustees of the Canby Camp-Meeting 
Association to sell the property and that the proceeds be turned over 
to the Permanent Fund for Conference Superanuates.

Children’s Day. 


The Statistical Reports show that our Children’s Day offerings 
for this Conference year amounted to $602, which sum will be used 
in aiding students who are preparing themselves for the work of 
public ministry to Jesus Christ. If for no other reason than the 
above, we would commend this annual observance. However, it 
must be remembered that the Methodist Episcopal Church did not 
institute Children’s Day merely for the sake of an offering, even 
though that offering be used for so noble a service. We believe that 
THE purpose was to give the child an opportunity to lift up Jesus 
as the Christ. To encourage children to believe that through the 
merits of Jesus’ blood they may join with grown men and women in 
spreading the glad tidings. And, while many other things might 
be brought out in this report, we wish at this time to emphasize the 
need of watchfulness lest in our celebrations we lose sight of the 
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purpose of the church and put the innocent child in the role of a 
mere entertainer. a 

In his report to last year’s annual Conference one of our District 
Superintendents said: ‘‘Many unconverted people do not look upon 
the church as of divine origin, but simply a society of men and 
women.’’? We believe one of the causes of this view is the false 
position the church takes when, either in the pulpit, in the choir or 
in Christmas and Children’s Day exercises, it assumes the cheap 
attitude of entertaining the people instead of keeping steadily on in 
its God-given work of honoring Jesus as the only Savior of a lost 
world. We believe that if the child ismade to feel that on Chldren’s 
Day he is to assist the church in inducing people to think 
about God and his Son, Jesus Christ, that not only the child, but 
also the people will believe that the church is a divine institution, 
sanctified unto a divine service. 

We therefore recommend that pastors, Sunday School superin- 
tendants and assistants take pains in the selection of a program 
which shall give to each child an opportunity of making the celebra- 
tion of this day not an occasion of entertainment, but a religious 
exercise in which the innocence and beauty of childhood shall be 
one more factor in lifting up Jesus and Him crucified.

Third, That we commend to the thought of our people the 
support of our Deaconess Homes and Schools, and especially the 
San Francisco Training School, of which Dr. Willis is the honored 
superintendent. We desire to record our appreciation of the visit 
and services of Dr. Willis at this Annual Session. 


Fourth, That we urge our District Superintendents, Pastors and 
Epworth League leaders to present the opportunities of the Deaconess 
movement to our churches, for such opportunities we believe furnish 
rare privileges to godly young women for service for Christ and the 
Kingdom.

Education. 


Education has been defined as the process of training the mental 
powers for lives of usefulness. 

That education that aims at the development of the mental 
faculties only, overlooking the development of the moral and 
spiritual nature, is not to be commended by us. Daniel Webster 
said: ‘‘Education is the great police force of the nation.’’ If true, 
how important that the policeman have heart as well as head 
cultivation, or he may become a promoter in, rather than a protector 
from crime. The chief aim in all true higher education, is the 
development of the entire man. God’s ideal of a man is given us in 
Jesus our Lord. The nearer we approach to this high standard the 
nearer perfection shall we attain. The institution of learning guided 
by this majestic ideal, and seeks His guidance in the conduct of its 
affairs and in accord with the principles of His kingdom, will produce 
the highest character and do the most efficient work. 

The limitations placed upon the state institutions for the moral 
and spiritual culture of their students makes it increasingly necessary 
to maintain the church schools. Willamette University, the pioneer 
educational institution of the Pacific Northwest, located in Salem 
and occupying a beautiful situation opposite the State Capitol, is full 
of interest to us all. The past year has been one of the most 
successful in the history of this institution whose progress is a 
source of delight to this Conference. 

: During the term of office of John H. Coleman, D. D., as Pres- 
ident, he did much to advance her interests. To say that he was 
instrumental in raising a crushing debt, and adding materially to 
the endowment, besides securing the erection of buildings for 


Medicine, Theology and Music, does not fully express his worth to 
this University. 
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We congratulate the Trustees in securing a worthy successor in 
the person of Fletcher Homan, D. D., who comes to this University 
well equipped to discharge the duties incumbent upon the President 
of so great an institution. Possessing, as he does, a strong physique, 
splendid personality and aggressive spirit, besides breadth of culture 
and refinement, we bespeak for him large success. 

We rejoice that our Brethren of the Pacific German Conference 
have adopted this school as theirs and have elected a Trustee to the 
same. 

We urge pastors and people to do all possible not only to secure 
students and endowment, but to send their own sons and daughters, 
and in all ways help to make this institution second to none in 
efficiency, in requirements, in thoroughness of work, correctness of 
views, and more than all, in the Christian influence thrown about 
the student. 

Those who walk on State street between the Capitol and the 
campus can but have their attention arrested by the preparation for 
the building of the colossal structure to be known as ‘‘Eaton Hall,’”’ 
in honor of its generous donor. The devotion of $50,000 by this 
man whose successful business career is now to have the cap-stone 
placed upon it by princely giving, receives our unmeasured gratitude. 

We recommend as Trustees of Willamette University: W. B. 
Hollingshead and M. C. Wire; and as Visitors: L. F. Belknap, 
C. T. Wilson, W. H. Selleck, D. H. Trimble and John Ovall of the 
Swedish Mission Conference. 


KIMBALL COLLEGE OF THEOLOGY. 


This, the latest addition to our Theological schools has already 
demonstrated that it fills a great need in this Pacific Coast country. 

The purpose of this school is to promote the spiritual life of the 
ministry, to enable the students to get a firm grip on the truths of 
the Bible and to proclaim them with fulness and effectiveness, and 
also to prepare the coming ministry for the practical duties of the 
pastoral life. Kimball College has enjoyed a year of prosperity. 
Thirty-six were enrolled as students under the tuition of five 
instructors. Lectures were given by eminent men on subjects of 
special interest to the ministry. ali: 

Rey. F. A. Colony, a graduate of Garrett Biblical Institute, has 
been added to the faculty, and will give instruction in Pastoral 
Theology. ; : : 

A Quarterly Bulletin will be issued and a more extensive course 
of lectures is planned for this year. ; 

We rejoice that so many young men of this Conference are 
availing themselves of this excellent opportunity for mental and 
spiritual preparation for the work of the ministry. __ ; 

We recognize a debt of gratitude to Mrs. D. H. Kimball, wife of 
Dean Kimball, not only for her princely gift of a building for the 
College of Theology, but for her continued and generous support. 

We recommend the apportionment of $3,800.00 among the 
churches to be raised, $800.00 of which, or a pro rata per cent of the 
same, to go to Kimball College of Theology. : : 

We recommend the taking of the collection for Willamette 
University and Kimball College of Theology on Thanksgiving 
Sunday, and that we request the University Trustees to designate 
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some one to receive and apportion the same equitably between the 
two institutions. 4 

We recommend J. T. Abbett as Trustee for Kimball College of 
Theology, and as visitors, S. H. Dewart, R. C. Blackwell, Benjamin 
Young and C. C. Rarick. 

The Children’s Day Fund, taken in the Sunday School on the 
second Sunday in June. This is for student aid and belongs to the 
Board of Education. It should be sent to New York and should be 
carefully discriminated from the Rally Day collection in October, 
which is for the Board of Sunday Schools, and which should be sent 
to Dr. D. G. Downey, Chicago, Ill.

Epworth League. 


We note with gratitude the splendid growth of the Epworth 
League. During the past quadrennium, after many years of organ- 
ization and extension throughout the church, there was a net increase 
of more than 2000 Senior Chapters, with a corresponding advance in 
membership, besides a rapid increase of Junior Chapters. At the 
same time there was a renewing of the spiritual life and a rapid 
increase in the financial contributions of the League to the work of 
the church. It is clear that this movement is still in the vigor of 
youth and its period of usefulness has but begun. 

__We commend the new financial system of self-support, volun- 
tarily attained by the League during the last quadrennium and 
established by the legislation of the last General Conference. We 
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confidently expect a more adequate provision for the needs of the 
League and a more aggressive and liberal church through the self- 
reliance and enterprise developed among our young people by the 
support of their own work. We urge our pastors to see that their 
Leagues meet this important obligation and bring this collection in 
full to the Annual Conference. 

We recommend the formation of a Conference Board of Epworth 
Leagues as recommended by the central office, the membership of 
the Board to be composed of three representatives from each 
District within the Conference; one to be the District Superintendent 
and one the President of the District Epworth League, and one 
Layman to be elected by the District Epworth League Cabinet. 
When there is no District Epworth League the additional members 
shall be appointed by the District Superintendent from among the 
Epworth League members of his District. 

We call upon our members everywhere to co-operate with the 
pastors in training the capable young people for leadership and 
constantly passing down to the younger leaders the control of the 
local Chapters, and in preserving the opportunities of Epworth 
League services and other gatherings to our young people, that the 
League may efficiently accomplish its purpose of attracting, saving 
and training the young people for Jesus Christ. 

We approve and recommend the educational work of the Epworth 
League providing a systematic, practicable and valuable course of 
instruction beginning with the younger classes in the Junior League 
and including several years of Study Classes in the Senior League, 
and urge the adoption of the Official Courses everywhere that our 
young people may become intelligent and skillful workmen of Jesus 
Christ. 

The Epworth League is a movement that represents a combi- 
nation of the best modern educational opportunities with the greatest 
evangelistic possibilities. Although those who were but twenty 
years of age when the League was first organized have not yet 
reached their fortieth year, we already tecognize in the younger 
ministry and laity of our Church those who show invaluable 
results of League training and whose usefulness affords the highest 
commeudation of the League movement. ‘ 

Measured by its past achievements, but far more by its future 
possibilities, the League demands the best fostering care of the 
Church and ministry as the key to the future of the Church.

Financial Agent Permanent Fund. 


At the last session of our Conference Bishop Moore, believing 
the time had come for making a special effort to raise a permanent 
fund for our pastors emeritus appointed me to look after it. 

About $3000 had already been secured, mostly by wills, some by 
cash contributions, some by societies, and several hundred dollars 
subscribed at Conference for immediate use, unpaid in time for 
distribution by the stewards at said sessions, were by Conference

action placed in said fund. The permanent fund does not propose 
to do away with the collections for Conference Claimants taken 
annually, but only to make possible the end which that collection 
contemplates but does not realize. ae 

No provision was made for the expense of printing or travel. 
My work has been confined to private solicitations. I have sought 
to lay the foundation for this fund by visiting our people of larger 
fortune and have found the warmest interest in the cause. I have 
not met during the year a single person who raised objections to the 
movement, but have found a1, most emphatic in their approval, 
and many wondering that it had so long been neglected. 

The amount received in wills, cash and notes is $12,478, the 
whole amount of the fund now being $16,098.36. 

We have heard of others who have remembered us.in their wills 
but do not know the amounts. We have madea beginning which if 
carefully followed up, we have every reason to believe, will result in 
at least a hundred thousand dollars in a few years.

Indian Work. 


The committee on Indian Missions respectfully submit the 
following report: 

‘*Out of sight, out of mind,’’ seems to have been somewhat the 
attitude of the Oregon Conference regarding the Indian work of the 
past few years. If the reports of progress are not as encouraging 
as from the white churches we should not be surprised. It is to be 
expected. Races are not developed in aday. Our Indian mission 
work is a bit of foreign mission work on home soil. We have had 
exclusive control for thirty years, and to be true to our heritage, 
should maintain them in at least a manner creditable to ourselves, 
realizing that the United States government looks to Methodism for 
the moral and spiritual training of its wards, 1700 in number. 

On the Klamath reservation there are 1100 Indians who for some 
years have been neglected, one church falling into ruin, and the 
other into a dilapidated condition, with the parsonage unfurnished 
and unfit to live in. The last year has seen a great change. The 
spiritual condition has changed for the better. The church which 
had fallen to pieces is being replaced by a new one, to be worth 
$1200.00, the Indians furnishing the lumber and most of the labor. 
The other church is in good condition, while the parsonage has 
been remodeled at an expense of $400.00, largely furnished by the 
Indians themselves. The Indians have done well, but, being poor 
in this world’s goods, are unable to furnish the parsonage they have 
worked so hard for, and which should be the center of religious 
activity. We would call the attention of the ladies of our Confer- 
ence to this work, so urgently needed, for at present there is no 
place where the missionary can live, save at the Agency, which is 
eight miles from the church. In addition to the material progress, 
a spirit of revival has been developed, revealing itself in 40 acces- 
sions, with the pick of the young people won for Christ. 

The Siletz reservation is in Lincoln county, where we have a 
good working equipment and 200 members. ~Here they own their 
own land, and some day this work will be the seat of a strong 
country charge, for the reservation is being narrowed down, due to 
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the Indians receiving their citizenship and white people moving in 
The fruits of past labor should a be lost Sint it is newide 
fruition. This year’s report is a good one and reveals the splendid 
work being done. Hence we recommend that for the Siletz mission 
$450.00 be set aside; for the Klamath mission, $600.00 for missionary 
support, and $200.00 for parsonage furnishing.

Joint Committee, Conference Claimant Endowment 
Fund. 


A committee of the Laymen’s Association of the Oregon Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, consisting of A. F. 
Flegel, J. I. Jones and Dr. Theo. Fessler, met with the Trustees of 
the Conference for the purpose of devising a plan for establishing 
a permanent irreducible endowment fund and for the control and 
management of the same, for the support of the Conference 
Claimants of the Oregon Conference. 

The committee unanimously agreed upon the following plan, 
and recommend its adoption by the Oregon Conference and that 
they be directed to carry the same into effect. 

That a corporation be formed under the Laws of the state of 
Oregon, relating to charitable corporations, to be known as ‘‘ The 
Conference Claimants Permanent Fund of the Oregon Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church,’’ the duration of which shall be 
perpetual, and the object of which shall be to receive all monies and 
properties designed for this fund and invest the same and to pay 
the income therefrom annually to Conference Board of Stewards 
of the Oregon Conference for the support of the Conference 
Claimants. 

That all funds and property paid to and received by such 
corporation to form and constitute an irreducible fund, the income 
only to be used for such support, and the Trustees of such Corpora- 
tion to act as such without compensation. 

The Trustees of such corporation shall be six in number, three 
of whom shall be selected by the Oregon Conference and three of 
whom shall be selected by the Laymen’s Association of the Oregon 
Conference. One member to be selected annnally by each body, 
and to serve for three years. The incorporators and first Trustees 
of the Corporation to be the following: Hiram Gould, who shall 
serve one year; W. T. Kerr, who shall serve for two years; T. L. 
Jones, who shall serve for three years; A. F. Flegel, who shall serve 
for one year; J. I. Jones, who shall serve for two years; and Theo. 
Fessler, who shall serve for three years, and that when this corpor- 
ation is duly organized, that the Treasurer of the present fund be 
directed to pay and convey to said corporation all money and 
property in his custody belonging to the permanent fund and the 
future management thereof devolve upon such corporation. 

Your committee believe that if this plan is adopted by the 
Oregon Conference that it will place the fund upon a solid business 
basis; that the fund will be immediately increased by about $6000.00 
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and will attract future donations and bequests, and will enable the 
members of the Oregon Conference and the members of the Laymen’s 
Association of the Oregon Conference to co-operate in the estab- 
lishing and harmonious management of this important branch of 
work of the church in the Oregon Conference, and we respectfully 
submit the same, and recommend its adoption.

Sanctity of the Sabbath. 


We, your committee, rejoice in the awakening interest through- 
out the United States for the preservation of the Sunday rest day. 
Nowhere is there greater need for the protection of the Sabbath than 
in the Pacific coast states. This formative period of our western civili- 
zation 1s a most opportune time. We should urge upon our congre- 
gations that they put forth the required effort to secure better Sunday 
legislation for Oregon. We recommend the adoption of the petition 
of the Northwest Sabbath Association, which is addressed to the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the State of Oregon, with 
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that part of the petition stricken out, which reads: ‘‘That it shall 
be unlawful for public carriers or others to arrange for or prosecute 
a public excursion, whether by land or water, on that day.’’ The 
petition will then read as follows: ‘'To the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Oregon: We, the Members of the 
Oregon Conference, do hereby petition your honorable bodies to 
enact a law with adequate penalties, whereby it shall be unlawful on 
the Lord’s Day, commonly called Sunday, first, For any theatre or 
other place of amusement to be kept open for the purpose of stage- 
plays or shows of any description, or dancing on that day; Second, 
That it shall be unlawful to engage in public games or tournaments 
or races on that day; Third, That it shall be unlawful to engage in 
commercial business or work for gain on that day, works or acts of 
necessity or mercy excepted. All this that toilers may have their 
weekly rest and worshippers be undisturbed in their devotions. 

We ask that Dr. Clarence True Wilson be our representative to 
appear before the next Legislature of the State of Oregon, and that 
he be instructed to carry up this petition, and use every effort within 
his power to secure its passage. 

We hope our pastors will preach frequently upon the Sanctity of 
the Sabbath, and by precept and example, by the circulation of 
literature and the aid all good citizens would render in the 
enforcement of law, seek to lead our people and the public thought 
up to a better appreciation of the American Sabbath. In every 
community a secular Sabbath means a weakened church. The 
desecration of our Sabbath means the disintegration of the Sabbath 
schools, the lessening of public congregations and the blighting of 
Christian influence. Brethren, we must restore our Christian 
Sabbath before we can greatly augment our working force.

Sunday Schools. 


Whereas, The Sunday School is the most strategic department 
in our church organization, and is the most efficient means for 
training of our people in systematic and beneficent giving; and as 
it is the greatest and almost the sole agency for the instruction of 
our people in the word of God; and, as 85 per cent of the accessions 
to our church are from those who have been trained in our Sunday 
schools; and, whereas, a large per cent of the children in the 
Northwest are unreached by Protestant Sabbath schools, and 50 per 
cent of the public school districts in our own state are without 
Sunday schools, therefore we recommend the establishment of a 
conference board of Sunday schools, this board to be made up of 
one minister and one layman from each district, to be appointed by 
the District Superintendents, who, in connection with the board at 
Chicago, will have charge of the Sunday school interests within the 
bounds of the Conference. ‘ 

We desire also to call the attention of our brethren to the wise 
action of the General Conference in establishing a Sunday School 
Day, the precise action being as follows: Paragraph 349, Section 6, 
«Tt shall be the duty of every pastor to cause every church under 
his charge to observe the last Sunday in October, or such other 
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Sunday as may be more convenient as Sunday School Day, and upon 
said day as a part of the service, he shall take a collection, to be 
devoted to the maintenance and advancement of our Sunday school 
work throughout the bounds of the church.”’ 2 ' 
Further, we desire to pledge our hearty co-operation with the 

General Conference Board of Sunday Schools, represented by Dr. 
Edgar Blake, and our loyal and generous support of the man whom 
the Bishop may appoint to found Sunday schools in neglected and 
needy places in the state of Oregon, and to go into the fields white 
already to harvest, and to the aid of the men and women who are 
stretching out Macedonian hands and calling for help.

Temperance. 


To the Bishop and Members of the Oregon Annual Conference: 

Your committee on Temperance beg leave to submit the following 
report for your consideration and adoption: 

The saloon problem and social reform are inseparably connected. 

There can be no genuine and permanent reform of society 
without the suppression of the saloon. 

' The saloon cannot be suppressed without the prohibition of the 
manufacture and sale of alcoholic liquors for other than mechanical 
and medicinal purposes. 

The prohibition of the manufacture and sale of alcoholic liquors 
for beverage purposes cannot be effected without the enactment and 
enforcement of prohibitive laws recognizing the lawlessness and 
criminality of the entire liquor trafic, including the manufacture, 
wholesale, retail and unlawful use of intoxicating liquors. 

The enactment of such laws will avail little without adequate 
provision for their enforcement, and a stalwart public sentiment 
that will compel the officers of the law to rigidly enforce the laws, 
or retire to private life and give place to men who will. 

Such public sentiment cannot be developed and maintained 
without agitation and education, nor assert itself without the 
constant application of agitative and educative agencies. 

These agencies can not be organized, directed and made effective 
without the sympathy, prayers, means and co-operation of Christian 
ministers, church members and patriotic citizens, and the churches 
themselves, in the organized expression of their faith and purpose. 

We therefore make the following declarations: 

We recognize the temperance question with its political, 
economic, social, reformatory and moral aspects, as the paramount 
issue in American politics. 

_, We rejoice in the remarkable growth of local option and prohi- 
bition sentiment, and in the great increase of ‘‘dry’’ and prohibition 
territory, in precinct, county, and in some instances, state-wide. 

We recognize all temperance organizations, the Sons of Tem- 
perance, the Good Templars, the Woman’s -Christian Temperance 
Union, the Prohibition party and the Anti-Saloon League as factors 
in building up a powerful public sentiment against the liquor traffic 
in all its branches, and pledge our hearty co-operation with all 
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present active auxiliaries in promoting sentiment against the saloon 
and its foster parents, the distillery and the brewery. 


We recognize the Anti-Saloon League as an interdenominational 
and non-partisan agency in which all Christians and patriots may 
unite, and through which they may co-operate with a view to the 
at nena of the saloon, and the utter annihilation of the liquor 

raffic. 

We are in full accord with the utterance of the bishops in their 
quadrennial address to the last General Conference on the temper- 
ance question. 

We heartily approve the position of our church in unrelenting 
hostility against the license system, and declare that the saloon can 
never be legalized, that it cannot be licensed without sin, and that 
the whole traffic is a crime against man, against society, against 
government, against the church and against God, and ought not to 
be tolerated another day. 

We deplore the fact that neither one of the great political parties 
other than the Prohibition party, gave the slightest recognition in 
their national platforms to this, the greatest question now before the 
people of the United States, and the people of the world, or to the 
great moral wave that is now sweeping over this country, and that 
by so doing they have given comfort and aid to the liquor interests 
and disappointed the temperance people who have been allied with 
them. 

We pledge ourselves to renewed diligence and effort to keep 
““dry’’ every precinct and county that has voted the saloon out. 


We will not cease praying, giving and working, until we have 
state-wide prohibition. 

We demand of the officers of the law the faithful enforcement 
of all our laws against the saloon and its allied interests. 


We demand of Congress the passage of the ‘‘interstate liquor 
shipment ’’ bill, or a similar measure to protect the states in the 
enforcement of local option and prohibitory enactments, and call 
upon our congressmen from Oregon to support no man for speaker 
of the House of Representatives who wili use his powerful influ- 
ence to prevent this bill from coming to a vote in the house, or to 
defeat it under any pretext. ; 

We will heartily support the temperance society of our church 
in its great work of arousing our people to the fact of our national 
peril from the allied powers of the liquor traffic, to the fact of our 
opportunity today to strike this traffic a fatal blow, and to a sense 
of our responsibility as a church, as Christians, as American citizens, 
in relation to this whole matter. 2 

We will organize and work our quarterly conference committees 
on temperance, preach on the subject of temperance as occasion 
requires, distribute temperance literature, and put our laymen 
forward as far as possible in all this work, and especially in law 
enforcement movements. 

We will organize temperance societies in our Sunday schools 
wherever practicable and instruct the children in this cause. 

We commend the Oregon Searchlight, a temperance paper 
published in Salem under the business and editorial management of 
Grant EB. Kellogg, who has set himself to the task of giving the 
people of Oregon a strong temperance organ.

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ISAAC DELTZ DRIVER. 


Isaac Deltz Driver was born on the Waunee River, near Ft. 
Defiance, Ohio, Aug. 17, 1824. His father, Thomas Driver, came of 
an English family that for many generations had been soldiers. He 
was a lieutenant under Gen. Wm. Henry Harrison in the War of 
1812. Later he was commissioned to conduct the Indians across the 
Mississippi in 1828, when only a fort guarded the present site of 
Chicago. When not in the field he practiced Jaw and was famed for 
his intellectual grasp and quick wit, traits which his son richly 
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inherited. The mother, Thankful Travis, was a woman of great 
natural ability and devout Christian experience. 


In boyhood his family removed to Ft. Wayne, Indiana, where 
he grew up in hearty frontier fashion, and could speak at twelve 
years of age Pottawatomie and Miami as readily as the young 
Indians, at which age he assisted in the family support. He cut 
the stalk af the wild pumpkin and made a flute with which he 
became distinguished as a flute player and music was always his one 
diversion. He was fond of books and of public address, and 
remembered to the day of his death the great preachers and their 
sermons heard in his boyhood. He learned the cabinetmaker’s 
trade; married, but after one year of married life his wife died. 


When he was 25 years of age he crossed the plains for the first 
time, driving an ox team to California. He returned, however, after 
ashort stay in that state, remarried and again started with an ox 
team for Oregon in 1853. After a long and tiresome journey he 
settled near Oakland, Oregon, in what is known to this day as 
Driver Valley. 

In 1857 he was converted in a camp meeting held by Father 
Wilbur, and six months later received his first appointment by the 
same man. Though his first circuit was 150 miles in extent and he 
was obliged to reach his appointments by foot or horseback, he has 
the rare distinction of never having kept his congregation waiting, 
never left a church or institution in debt, nor having ever disap- 
pointed a congregation, and of never having changed conferences. 
His appointments were Jacksonville, Eugene, Corvallis, The Dalles 
and Oregon City. From 1867 he was for eight years agent for the 
American Bible Society for Oregon, Washington, Idaho and Montana, 
and during this time was called upon to defend the Christian faith 
against the leading infidels of the world. After this service his 
appointments were Brownsville, Eugene, Presiding Elder of Eugene 
District, pastor of Centenary Church, Portland, and agent of the 
Portland Hospital. 

When a very small boy he loved to read and was a deep thinker. 
He often told how he would peel a bundle of hickory bark, in early 
days, and lying flat, before the dingy blaze, study the Bible far into 
the night, while the family slept. Such study and work as this has 
given us our greatest men, and so have we gained our grand old man 
of Methodism. 

While pastor of Centenary Church he met D. Ll. Moody, who 
discovered that this Oregon pioneer and circuit-rider was the ablest 
defender and expositor of the Word he had met in his world-wide 
travels. Moody secured him for Northfield to lecture before repre- 
sentatives of 126 colleges, took him to Chicago to meet Charles 
Watts in a public debate, lasting day after day, in which Driver 
seemed able to answer any question and defend every doctrine of the 
Evangelical church. On his return to Portland he was invited by 
E. C. Frost, Secretary of the Y.M.C. A. here, to deliver a series of 
Biblical lectures. They were published in Book form and are now 
very valuable but rare. 

During his last year of life he was busy in Portland, Oregon, 
lecturing in Sunnyside and Grace Churches and the Y. M. C. A., 
and while stopping with his friend, Clarence True Wilson, he 
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dictated to a stenographer ten of his best lectures which Dr. Wilson 
prepared for the press and they were given to the Pacific Christian 
Advocate, and published, added 1400 subscribers to that paper. 

His last sickness of extreme suffering tested his faith, but it 
stood firm, and on October 30th, 1907, he died in the triumphs of a 
living faith. His family lives near Tangent, Linn county. His 
funeral was held in Salem Church, Rev. W. H. Selleck in charge. 
Addresses were delivered as Dr. Driver had requested by Reys. T. B. 
Fordand J. W. McDougall. Interment at the Lee Mission Cemetery. 

What made Joseph Cook call this humble Methodist preacher 
‘‘The modern Socrates’? and D. L. Moody say, ‘‘I consider Dr. 
Driver one of the ablest men in the country?’’ 

He had a constitution of iron; was a prodigious worker of 
mind and body. He scaled the mountains, forded the rivers; 
traveled the plains by day, and studied the books by night. 

With a memory like wax to record, and an intensity of concen- 
tration to recall all the things he had ever known or read, he had a 
reasoning faculty that could almost unerringly follow out his vast 
stores of information, either back to their sources, or forward to their 
sequences. With a plausibility of statement that made his conclu- 
sions and mental processes always appear correct, and a peculiar 
kind of wit that went off like the cracker of a whip at the end of | 
his paragraphs, and stopped the mental processes of his adversary, 
made him the most formidable antagonist imaginable. But 
it was as an expositor of the Bible, a teacher of its principles and a 
defender of the faith once delivered to the saints that has made him 
the mighty man he was among us. 

He loved that book so much that every copy he circulated as an 
American Bible Society agent, seemed to him like bestowing a 
precious treasure, and when he preached its truths to the people, he 
gave them with a confidence and ecstacy that made his thought 
thrilling, and made him ponder by night and by day the very words 
of scripture until he could quote them in the Hebrew, and trace out 
the comparison through every place where the word occurred, and 
made the reading of the Greek in its various versions a very revelry 
of delight. The word of God was the foundation of his faith, the 
rule of his peo and the guide of his life. 


REV. CHRISTOPHER ALDERSON. 


Christopher Alderson was bornin Yorkshire, England, September 
11, 1827, and died at Albany, Oregon, October 12, 1907, aged 80 years 
and 15 days. He came to America in 1848, and lived in Wisconsin. 
In 1852 he emigrated to Oregon, and went into the gold mines, 
where he was successful in digging out the precious ore; so much so 
that he was called ‘‘ Lucky Chris.’’ Here surrounded by wicked 
men, who had no regard for the Sabbath, this young man maintained 
his Christian integrity, and the miners said: ‘‘ He dos not trade on 
Sunday, he does not visit the saloon, surely he is a Christian. 
And when the now venerable T. F. Royal was appointed pastor of 
the mission in Southern Oregon in 1853, and moved to Jacksonville, 
this Christian young man found the preacher at the pastor’s cabin, 
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and introducing himself, left a $20 gold piece in his hand. He was 
converted when 21 years of age, and did not backslide. Afterward 
he felt the call to preach the gospel, and when the way was open, 
he attended the Umpqua Academy, when Rev. T. F. Royal was 
principal of that Methodist institution, where so many young men 
and women received an education that prepared them for useful lives. 
He was industrious, economical, conscientious and hence successful. 
In 1856 he was admitted on trial into the Oregon conference, and 
for forty years he went up and down this land preaching the glorious 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. He had some of the hardest circuits in the 
conference, but with a smile on his face and a hallelujah in his soul, 
and.a shout on his lips, he went telling the glad tidings of salvation. 

Well do I remember 40 years ago, when he was on the Jackson- 
ville circuit, which then embraced all of Oregon from Cow Creek to 
the Siskiyou mountains. There are now six circuits and stations on 
that circuit, and a number of neighborhoods where he preached. 
Brother Alderson would travel from Sunday morning until Saturday 
night, preaching in the cabins and shanties and school houses, and 
many will rise up at the last day and call him blessed. 

He was noted for his generosity. Oregon had the honor of 
opening the first Methodist Mission in Japan. When a call was 
made for money, this consecrated man walked up and laid $200 in 
gold onthe table. He not only had a kind word for the suffering, 
but his purse was open to help them. 

Here are a few lines he wrote a short time before his death. 

‘*Providential, on the 13th day of August, 1862, I was united in 
marriage to Miss Mary C. Royal, daughter of M. A. and Charles 
Royal, late of Illinois; a Christian. girl of rare qualities, who has 
been a real help in the work; a model of neatness and economy, 
making many friends and fewif any enemies. To this union and 
association much, VERY MUCH, is due to my continuing in the field 
so long. And while the yearly compensation has been limited, by 
divine blessing we have succeeded in raising seven children to 
maturity, giving each a fair chance for a fair education, and all are 
now selfsustaining.’’ 

At our last conference, he said in lovefeast: ‘‘I embraced religion 
early in life; I enjoy the same today, only more of it.’’ 

On the morning of the 12th of October, he left his daughter’s 
home in Albany, early in the morning, to walk to the depot to take 
the train home; he was so happy and buoyant, and said as he 
stepped off so briskly, ‘‘People would not take me to be more than 
60 years old;’’ waved a good-bye, and in a few moments was struck 
by an engine on the track and hurled to his death. And so like 
Enoch, he walked with God and was not, for God took him. 


6s JOSEPH ROE HAMMOND 


Was born at New Village, Long Island, New Vork, June 1, 1837. 
He was a descendant of a long line of God-fearing ancestry, 
tracing back to Elder Brewster of the Mayflower. His father was a 
local preacher, occupying the home church pulpit on alternate Sun- 
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days with few vacations for a perion of fifty years. Three of his 
Six sons became ministers, and one of his daughters married a 
minister. 

At 16 years of age the subject of this sketch was converted and 
soon after called to preach. He entered Concord Biblical Institute, 
where he graduated in 1866, and entered the New York East Con. 
ference, where he labored till 1871, when he was transferred to 
Oregon. In 1862, while still a student, he married Miss Phebe A. 
Wooddell. She was gifted and consecrated, and much of his later 
success was due to her help. 

In the Oregon Conference he served Eugene City and Hillsboro, 
each one year. In 1873 failing health compelled him to seek a 
supernumerary relation. In ’74 he went to Northern California, 
and entered the service of the California Bible Society. He con- 
tinued this work two seasons. In the spring of ’76 he settled in 
Goose Lake Valley and purchased a farm. For the next twenty-five 
years this was his home, with the exception of some five years, 
when he was out of the state. 

Last fall his son, E.S. Hammond, pastor at Cataumet, 
Mass., in the N. KE. So. Conference, took lis father home to him. 
In January, 1907, while working very hard in preparing for the press 
a little booklet on the person and work of Christ, entitled ‘‘ Im- 
manuel Our King,’’ he had a paralytic shock. It seemed to be a. 
light one, and herallied well. But other light shocks followed, and 
on April 16, 1908, he had a severe one. All winter his strength, both 
physical and mental, had been rapidly failing. He lingered until 
the 24th of the same month, and passed to his reward. 

He was one of the many faithful laborers for the Master who 
are little known, and poorly recompensed here, but who are well 
known on high, and there are abundantly rewarded. He was laid 
to rest at Abington, Mass., April 28, 1908. 


/ JULIA WALLER STRATTON. 


Julia Elinore Waller was born at Oregon City, May 5, 1841, and 
died in Coquille June 22, 1908. She was the first white child born 
in Oregon City, then but a pi pioneer settlement, but the chief 

i int in the state at that time. 

Sasi Ra the daughter of Alvin Waller, one of the first honored 
missionaries of the Methodist church to the Indians of Oregon, she 
experienced all the dangers and privations incident to these advance 
guards of civilization. Her father’s picture hangs in the great brick 
church in Salem, which he organized. The structure itself was - 
built later by her husband, the Rev. Cc. C. Stratton, to whom she 
was married on Sept. 5, 1860. After filling the place of a faithful 
pastor’s wife for ten years in Oregon, she moved to California where 
he was pastor of the First M. E. church of San Jose for five years, 
and president of the University of the Pacific for ten years. 

In 1890 they returned to Oregon. She resided in the suburbs of 
Portland until last September, when they came to Coquille, and 
have made their home with their son, G. H. Stratton, where she 
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died. She was never a rugged woman, and her health has been 
badly broken for several years. . < : 

She was a life long Methodist, and died as she lived, in the 
Christian faith. Another honored pioneer is gone—a faithful friend, 
a lover of home and devoted wife and mother. This is the first 
death in the family, their only children being Miss Mary and Gordon 
H. of this city. Her venerable helpmate still survives, patiently 
waiting for a happy reunion in the better world. The funeral sermon 
was preached at the home by Rev. W. S. Gordon, assisted by Rev. 
E. B. Jones, and a long procession followed the remains to the 
Masonic cemetery 


: HARRIET CUSHMAN DOUGLASS. 


‘“TIn the midst of life we are in death.’’ 

Harriet Ann Cushman was born at Dowagiac, Mich., November, 
9, 1861, and died July 9, 1908. 

Deprived of her mother at the early age of thirteen, she secured 
‘her training amid numerous domestic responsibilities. Married to 
Rey. William J. Douglass, August 20, 1884, two sons were given to 
them, Arthur Fred and John Fey, both of whom were a great 
comfort to their mother during her lingering illness. Early in life 
she gave her heart to God and dedicated herself to His service; and 
for nearly twenty-three years presided over a Methodist parsonage. 
She devoted herself to all the work committed te her husband’s care, 
making his burdens hers. The responsibilities of their first appoint- 
ment broke her health. 

Two years ago last March Mrs. Douglass transferred with her 
husband to California with the hope of regaining her strength. The 
climate not proving helpful they transferred to Oregon Conference 
and resided one year at Independence, removing to Woodlawn, 
Portland, October 1, 1907, from which she received her transfer to 
the Church Triumphant. As a Christian devout, as a wife and 
mother devoted, her thoughts were always for others. These 
characteristics were never more manifest than during her last illness. 
Her patience in suffering, her plans for the comfort of her loved 
ones, her implicit trust and hope all showed the sweetness of a 
Christian character worthy of emulation, and the memories of 
which form a rich legacy to her friends who remaiy. With an 
attractive personality consecrated to God, her influence Was always 
for the best, and the memory of it is a benediction to those who 
knew her. 

The funeral service was held Saturday afternoon in the church 
at Woodlawn in which her husband ministered, and among the 
many friends to whom they have labored, none hold them in higher 
esteem than his present congregation. The services were under the 
direction of the District Superintendent, W. B. Hollingshead, 
assisted by Brothers T. B. Ford, Sanford Snyder, Louis Blanchet 
and J. W. McDougall. Six members of Oregon Conference acted

REV. JOSEPH MARION SWENEY. 


Rev. Joseph Marion Sweney was born in Indiana, September 
23, 1844, being one of eight children, of which family he was the 
sole survivor. In youth the family moved to North Carolina, where 
he lived at the beginning of the civil war. He early enlisted in the 
9th Indiana infantry, serving through the war, and was honorably 
discharged September 28, 1865. In 1868 he moved to Missouri and 
married Julia Prosser, his companion for 27 years. Shediedin Oregon 
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in 1897. To them were born five children; but one, Mrs. Lettie 
Lehman, of Turner, Oregon, reaching mature life. Brother Sweney 
was converted after the war, united with the Methodist Episcopal 
church, and soon was licensed as an exhorter and local preacher. 
He entered the ministry of this conference at Salem in 1884, 
remaining a faithful member until death. 

The charges he served were, Cornelius, Stayton, Jefferson, 
Canyonville, Oakland, Springfield, Lowell, Lorane, Lincoln, Brooks, 
Central Point and Elkton; also Oystervile, Lewis River and 
Freeport, in Washington. His mortal illness lasted but 10 days. 
He was conscious to the last, dying without a struggle, at Elkton, 
June 2, 1908. The funeral was at Salem, on the 4th of June, and 
the services were conducted by Rev. W. H. Selleck, assisted by 
Rey. E. Gittins. He was buried in Lee Mission Cemetery, by the 
side of his wife, in the midst of the graves of the pioneers and 
heroes of Oregon Methodism. Brother Sweney was a man of sweet 
spirit. He had a genial nature and full of genuine Irish wit. How 
he loved to greet his comrades at the annual conference, and how 
we all loved to greet him in return. 

He was noted for having revivals wherever he went, and 
generally was his own evangelist. There are many scattered all 
over Oregon, from mountains to sea, whom he led to Jesus. He 
was just closing a blessed revival meeting at Elkton when the 
Master called him to enter the heavenly rest.

The report of the committee on Conference Entertainment 
stated that is seemed impractical to try to arrange for the 
self entertainment of the Conference at this time. 


A communication for Dr. H. D. Kimball, Dean of the 
Kimball College of Theology, was read and referred to a 
special committee. 

A communication from Dr. Fletcher Homan, President of 
Willamette, University, was read and referred to a special 
committee. 
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A communication from Dr. D. L. Rader, editor of the 
Pacific Christian Advocate, was read and referred to a special 
committee. 


A motion that the City Church Extension Society of 
Portland be allowed to file an annual report with the Lay- 
men’s Association, to be included asa part of the work of 
the laymen of the Oregon Conference, was referred toa 
special committee. 


On motion a committee of three each was created on 
Nominations, Auditing and Resolutions. 


On motion the following ideals were adopted for the 
ensuing year: 


Every church member a tither. 

Every conference claimant in comfort. 
Every pastor receiving a living support. 
Every benevolent collection taken in full. | 
Every charge to have a parsonage. 

Every congregation to have a church. 

A Pacific Christian Advocate in every home. 
Willamette University adequately endowed. 
Every charge to have a gracious revival. 


On motion, R. A. Booth, B. Lee Paget and A. F. Flegel 
were selected speakers for the Association at the session to 
be held jointly with the conference. 


Rev. W. H. Selleck was again introduced and announced 
that the Bishop and the Conference requested the Laymen’s 
Association to appoint a representative from each district to 
confer with a like number of ministers, the Bishop presiding, 
to consider the matter of the number of districts for the 
ensuing year. The following persons were selected in 
response to this request: R. A. Booth from Eugene district; 
G. F. Johnson from Portland district; A. G. Hoffman from 
Salem district; Andrew Marker from Klamath district. 


On motion, the noon adjournment was taken. 


Following the joint session with the Oregon Conference 
held in the First church, the Laymen’s Association recon- 


vened in the assembly hall of the Kimball College of 
Theology. 


The report of the special committee, to which was referred 
the communication of Dr. Rader, was read by Dr. Theodore 
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Fessler, commending the work of the editor and the helpful 
influence of the Pacific Christian Advocate, and pledging 
the support of the Association in helping to increase the 
circulation of the paper in our conference territory. Report 
adopted. 


Report of the committee to which had been referred the 
communication of Dr. Homan was presented by Dr. J. E. 
Hall. It recommended that we aid the president in building 
up Willamette University by directing students to this 
institution, by contributing liberally to the current expenses, 
and by assisting in bringing the endowment to an adequate 
sum. The report was adopted. 


The committee to whom was referred the communication 
of Dr. Kimball was read by Mrs. F. B. Holbrook, and 
recommended that the collection for the current expense of 
Kimball College of Theology and Willamette University be 
taken in our churches on a day set apart for this purpose, 
and that as far as possible this day be Thanksgiving Sunday, 
and that we accept the invitation of Dean Kimball to 
appoint a board of visitors to visit the Kimball College of 
Theology from time to time. The report recognized anew 
our gratitude to Mrs. H. D. Kimball for her benefaction in 
founding the school, and to Dr. H. D. Kimball for giving his 
time and labors to its operation. The report was adopted. 


On motion, A. F. Flegel, J. I. Jones and Dr. Theodore 
Fessler were selected to confer with a like number of 
ministers to devise a plan for gathering and maintaining an 
endowment fund for the Conference Claimants. The report 
of this joint commission was made to the Conference, and 
the action will be found in the report of Saturday of the 
Conference minutes. 


President Fletcher Homan of Willamette University was 
introduced and spoke of the school both as to its scholastic and 
financial prospects. 


The report of the committee on nominations was brought 
in by Andrew Marker and referred back to the committee 
for completion and again reported by G. F. Johnson. It 
made the following nominations: 
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President, R. A. Booth, Eugene, Oregon. V-ice-Presidents: 
Eugene District, J. I. Jones, Cottage Grove ; Klamath Dis- 
trict, H. L. Gilkey, Grants Pass; Portland District, P. J.

The committee on resolutions presented its report by B. 
Lee Paget expressing grateful appreciation of the courtesy 
of Dr. H. D. Kimball in providing a place of meeting for 
the Association. Indorsing the plan of the Puget Sound 
Conference for a Methodist historical exhibit at the Alaska 
Yukon Exposition, to be held in Seattle in 1909, and 
authorizing our president to appoint a committee to render 
such help as is found practicable in furthering this object. 
Congratulating Gov. J. F. Hanly of Indiana upon his courage 
and success in securing advanced temperance legislation for 
that state. Commending to the consideration of the laymen 
the action of the last General Conference on the subject of 
“tithing.’’ Expressing sympathy for Dr. and Mrs. Homan 
in the bereavement which recently came to them in the 
death of their little girl. The report was adopted. 


The committee to whom was referred the matter of 
including the report of the City Church Extension Society 
of Portland as a part of the work of the laymen of the Con- 
ference reported by Samuel Connell that such a plan would 
give a more comprehensive showing of all of the work of 
the laymen and recommended favorable action. The report 
was adopted.
